EW YORK,

It has given to the country the 
first coast-to-coast passenger 
transportation system under single 
management in American history. 

What the railways have not been 
able to do, the automobile has 
brought about through the consoli- 
dation of the Capital Terminal of 
New York with the newly formed 
American Motor Transportation 
Company. 

More than 150 small companies 
are units in the merger, which is 
said to represent $7,500,000 capital. 
When operating, buses of the com- 
pany will cover approximately 70,- 
000 miles per day. These units in- 
clude all companies and individuals 
operating under the former Yello- 
way franchises in the middle West 
and East and under the California 
Transit Company in the West. Op- 
erating subsidiaries in addition are 
Pioneer Southwestern Stages, Inc., 
from Los Angeles to Denver, and 
Pioneer Stages east of Denver. The 
principal terminal will be New York, 
where executive offices will be lo- 
cated 

Routes will extend from New 
York to Boston, Washington, D. 
C., and Baltimore; from Indian-

OWNSEND A. ELY is dead at 83, after a long life of 

public service. He was a pioneer resident of Alma, 
Mich., and was the state’s first highway commissioner. 

For nearly seventy-five years Mr. Ely lived in Alma, 
and it was as a state senator from his district in 1904 that 
he introduced the first legislation asking for an appropria- 
tion for wagon roads over the state. Later, he was largely 
instrumental in securing the enactment of a law providing 
for a state highway commissioner. This was in April, 1909, 
After one term, he declined reappointment, but he was active 
in securing the appointment of the present commissioner, 
Frank F. Rogers of Port Huron, who was a young engineer 
in Mr. Ely’s department. Mr. Rogers took the office after 
it had been held for one term by Horatio S. Earle, whose 
sobriquet of “Good Roads” Earle, first given in jest by 
the unenlightened, came to be a term of appreciation for 
earnest service. 

Mr. Ely signed the first bond of Commissioner 
Rogers and throughout his long and active life aided the 
development of the state’s system of highways, now con- 
sidered to be one of the best in the country. He had 
vision and initiative and a capacity for hard and contin- 
uous work. Michigan owes him much, for he played a 
major part in making the development of her industries 
possible. His memory will live in the hearts of the men 
who worked with him.

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Motors Follow the Flag | 


N THE DAYS shortly after the Spanish-American war| 
when the Philippine Islands had just transferred their | 
allegiance to the Stars and Stripes, a windy controversy 
arose as to whether “the Constitution followed the flag.” | 
Perhaps it did, perhaps it did not; authorities still differ 
on that point, but one thing is certain, motor vehicles did 
follow the flag and they are still pouring into the Philippines 
in a quantity that will have a vast effect on the future econo- | 
mic development of the islands. | 
As early as 1912 the Philippine government promul-| 
vated its first automobile registration law. At that time 
1.600 motor vehicles were registered. At the end of 1927, 
fifteen years after that first registration, there were 28,000) 
motor vehicles in service in the islands. In the city of) 
Manila there are 10,223 registered motor vehicles. This, 
works out at a motor car for each forty persons in the city. 
For the islands the ratio is a car for each 528 residents. 

This latter figure may not seem impressive at first 
blush, but when it is remembered that the average per! 
capita income of the 12,000,000 people in the Philippines is; 
only about thirty-four dollars a year, the figures take on a 
different aspect. 

During 1927 automotive products represented 9 per 
cent. of the total imports into the Philippines. For every | 
inhabitant of the islands $9.62 was spent during the year} 
for imported products of all kinds. Of this total 85 cents} 
went into automotive purchases. Naturally with the spread 
of motor vehicle service through the islands, the desire for 
more and better roads has also spread. At the present time | 
there are 6,781 miles of highway on the islands, of which! 
3,625 are first-class roads. The Philippines spent $4,236,000 
on road building and improvement last year. 

In the years to come even the opponents of American 
rule in the Philippines will be forced to admit that in 
giving the islands the desire for motor transportation and 
the accompanying development of roads we have laid the 
foundations of progress which the archipelago never could 
have found under another rule.

Alu-}| 
minum alloys have certain definite advantages, but the other 
metals contained in them remove the resistance to corrosion | 
which the pure aluminum possesses. By laying a thin coat- 


ing of pure aluminum over a metal having greater tensile ™ 


strength and elasticity we have practically a new metal with 
properties not possessed by those we now have. 
It will be interesting to see just what use will be made 
of this new metallic agent by the automotive industry.
